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ATTORNEY ARTHUR J. HANES TELEPHONICALLY CONTACTED THE SAC 
THIS DATE AND ADVISED THAT IN NEAR FUTURE HE INTENDS TO TALK TO 
THE DIRECTOR. HE STATED THIS CASE IS OF "GRAVE NATIONAL CONCERN." 

HE FURTHER STATED "THE THRUST CAME FROM THE LEFT." HE INDIMTED 
AT HE OWES A DUTY TO HIS CLIENT; HOWEVER, HE CONSIDERS HIMSELF 
AN AMERICAN FIRST AND STATED THE BUREAU SHOULD NOT LET UP IN THEIR 
EFFORTS. HE DID NOT ELABORATE NOR EXPAND ON STATEMENTS, AND WHEN 
QUESTIONED INDICATED HE WOULD AT SOME FUTURE DATE FURNISH 
ADDITIONAL INFORMATION TO THE DIRECTOR. 
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
